She is a daughter of 
Judge Longstreet, author of Georgia Scenes; 
and her bad health has kept the senator cut of 
his seat most of this session. 

The democratic caucus to-night foreshadow- 
ed trouble for the rest of the session by re- 
solving to not subimit to the republican pro- 
gramme of oustingevery democrat whose seat 
is contested. The first fight will come in the 
case Of Mackey against Dibble, of South Car- 
olina, and there will be music in the air. 
Mackey is accused of forging material parts of 
the testimony, and the democrats don’t pio- 
pose to be beaten by such a process.

The Discussion of the Nationat Bank Bill in the 
: House. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—In the senate, on 
motion of Mr. Vance, the necessary expenses 
of the investigation ordered to be made con- 
cerning the administration of theSixth North 
Carolina revenue district were ordered 
to be paid out of the appropriation 
for special committees. The chair announced 
his signature to the joint: resolution loaning 
100 fags to the Charlotte, North Carolin a, au- 
thorities forthe anniversary celebration of 
the Mecklenburg declaration of independ- 
ence. 

Bills were introduced by Mr. Jonas, of Lou- 
isiana, authorizing the survey of a ship canal 
route and harbor at New Orleans, 

BETTY’S BIBLE.

THE BANK CHARTER EXTENSION BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Muy 17.—Immediately after 
the reading of the journal the house resumed 
consideration of the bank charter extension 
bill, it being agreed by unanimous consent 
that the general debate should close at four 
o'clock this afternoon. Mr. Culbertson, of 
Texas, opposed the bill and advo- 
cated a measure which would au- 
therize the secretary of the _ treasury 
io issue treasury notes to take the place of 
the circulation of the national banks, when- 
ever such national banks shall cease to exist. 
Mr. Mills, of Texas, favored the substitution 
of treasury for national bank notes, and after 
attacking the present system, passed on to 
the general discussion of the financial ques- 
tions, declaring that should a refunding bill 
be brought in for the purpose of perpet- 
uatin the national debt, he 
would, if he could, get for- 
ty men to stand by himand filibuster against 
it until the 4th of March, 1883. Mr. en 
mond, of Georgia, confined his remarks to the 
advocacy of his amendment relative to the 
jurisdiction of suits in which national banks 
are parties. The debate was continued until 4 
o’clock when the bill was read by sections for 
amendment. Mr. Murch, of Maine, offered 
an amendment reducing to three years the 
period of the extension. Rejected. Yeas, 
61; nays, 117. Mr. Buckner, of Missouri, 
moved to make the period ten years. The yea- 
wend nays were ordered, pending which 
the matter went over forthe day. The com- 
mittee on elections submitted its report on 
the election cause of Lowe vs. Wheeler, from 
the eight conyressiunal district of Alabama, 
declaring the contestant Lowe entitled to the 
seat. Laid overfor futureaction. The house 
then adjourned. 

A DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS, 

A democratic caucus was announced to 
take piace immediately. 

The caucus was devoted to a consideration 
of the contested election case of Mackey vs. 
Dibble, from South Carolina. A number of 
speeches were made expressing condemna- 
tiou of the action of the majority in refusing 
a rehearing in the case on Dibble’s charges ot 
forgery of testimony in the interest of Mackey. 
A resolution turmally expressing this senti- 
ment was adopted. Beyond the adoption of 
the resolution no formal action was taken. 
The unanimous sentiment of the members, 
however, is very strong in favor of resisting 
as far us possible an attempt to seat Mr. 
Mackey. 


SHIPHERD SAYS NAY. 


And the Committee Concl:des to Discharge Him In- 
definitely. 

WasHINGTON, Muay 17.—The house foreign 
affairs committee met again to-day to resume 
the investigation of the affairs of the Peru- 
vian company. Jacob R. Shipherd appeared 
in the committee room with a good sized 
hand-bag which was immediately conjectured 
to be filled with dvucuments for the informa- 
tion of the committee, embracing amoung 
other papers a statement prepared by Ship- 
pherd. Chairman Williams asked Shipherd 
if he was ready to” furnish copies 
of all the correspondence, between himself 
and any persun or persons whatsoever in re- 
gard to the origin, organization or otject of 
the Peruvian company. Mr. Shipherd 
answered that he was not. To all variations 
of this question Shipherd gave a blunt nega- 
tive, without any qualification of any of his 
former statements. The committee then went 
into private consultation. After about 10 
minutes the doors were reopened, and it was 
learned that the committee had agreed to in- 
form the sergeant-at-arms that it had no fur- 
ther need for the attendance of Shipherd, and 
that he might be discharged until further 
notification. No time was fixed forany future 
meeting of the committee in regard to the 
Chili-Peruvian matter.

en done in consequence, not only to me per- 
sonally, but to the very large interests I repre- 
sent. 

HIS PRESENT APPEARANCE. 

On the 12th instant I was regularly subpm- 
naed to appear before the committee at 11 
o'clock in the forenoon of thisday, and to bring 
with me copies of all correspondence between 
myself and any person or persons whatsoever, 
and all papers and other evidence in my 
possession tending to show what I 
did, or attempted to do, to 
entorce the claim of the Peruvian company, 
or to induce the United States to enforce this 
claim. In obedience to that subpoena and to 
the prior instructions alluded to, I presented 
myself at the appointed hour at the place ap- 
pointed, and was asked by you whether | was 
now prepared to comply literally with the 
total demand above recited. I had no clice 
but to answer in the negative. I was 
then peremptorily dismissed, being asked 
no other question and being allowed 
to make no statementand no explanation. I 
row beg to notify the committee through you 
that I am prepared and have at all timessince 
the subpeena was served upon me, been pre- 
pared to supply in effect, although I cannot 
literally, all the evidence called for. 

I further state that this evidence includes 
an important letter from the president of the 
United States, recently discovered cor- 
respondence with Officials, and _ the 
unolticial representation of Peru, and with 
the department of state through my counsel. 
Whether this evidence may or may not be of 
value to the committee it is neither my pro- 
vince nor my care to inquire. I have com- 
pleted my duty in tke premises in bringing 
it as commanded. But this documentary 
evidence, with much more which I need not 
here specify, enables me to absolutely dis- 
prove every imputation upon my veracity and 
the consequent value of my testimony which 
by assertion or suggestion has been put into 
the record since | was last heard, and I re- 
spectfully submit thatin the premises my 
personal right as an assailed w:tness is entitled 
to consideration. Je allow & Volunteer wit- 
licss in a public harangue, telegraphed to all 
parts of thé country, to charge me with false 
swearing, and to support those charges by 
improper yet prima tacie proof imposes, 
if { am rightly advised, upon the committee 
the assuming of so grave a responsibility, 
absolute auty of hearing a reply as explicit 
as the premises may warrant. I ask no favor; 
I make no suggestions as to the testimony 
to be taken or rejected, but [ do submit 
that the con:mittee, which has allowed its 
session to be made the vehicle of a 
personal assault in the hearing of 
the whole country, has used a license to 
which is annexed an unquestionable duty. 
On answering Blaine and in correcting Blair, 
I shall confine myself within the same limits 
as if addressing a court of judication. - No 
limitation so narrow as this has been used by 
the committee heretofore. I want io know 
whether] am to be heard atall. Will you 
be so kind as to lay this note before the com- 
mittee and to advise meof their decision 
without delay? I am, sir, your obedient 
servant, Jacos R. SHipHERD.

POINT OF LAW, 


Extraerdinary Extradition Proceedings—An Obio 
Fugitive’s Reacue. 


CoLumsus, O., May 16.—On May 10 Govern- 
or Foster made requisition upon the chief 
justice of the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia, for the extradition of Benjamin F. 
Pritchard, claim agent at Washington, 
charged with forgery. Joseph Moses, a deputy 
sheriff of Hamilton county, got Pritchard at 
Washington. While returning through 
Pennsylvania, at Altoona, Moses was met 
with a writof habeas corpus, parties having 
telegraphed ahead, and another officer took 
the prisoner from him and _ placed 
him in jail. On account of re- 
sistance Moses was also arrested, but 
released on his own recognizance, and Pritch- 
ard’s habeas corpus case set for Wednesday. 
Moses said that the Pennsylvania judges and 
atterneys claimed the fugitive could not be 
taken through the state without a warrant 
from their governor. On Moses’s arrival here 
to-day, Governor Foster decided he could not 
legally make a requisition because Pritchard 
isa fugitive in Pennsylvania, and commis- 
sioned Moses to return to Altoona. Mean- 
time Governor Hoyt, of Pennsylvania, and 
President Roberts, of the railroad company, 
were notified of what had been done, and that 
an agent of Ohio was awaiting the result. 
These are the most remarkable extradition 
proceedings ever heard of here, and the out- 
come will be awaited with interest.

AN AGEN ''S IRONY. 


Turning Some Starving indians Over tethe War De 


purtmen 

WasHiIncron, May 17.—The commissioner 
of Indian affairs has just received the follow- 
ing telegram irom Indian Agent Lewellyn, 
concerning the apprehended trouble with 
the Mescalero Apaches in New Mexico: ‘'Mes- 
calero Agency, May 16th—By carrier via 
Fort Stanton, May 17.—To the Commissioner 
of Indian affairs, Washington: In view of the 
failure of congress to make appropriations 
for subsisting the Indians, and in view of the 
fact that the beef. amd flour on hand will 
only last until about July Ist, and that these 
Indians have no means of subsisting them- 
selves, it seems to me that it will 
be policy to transfer them to the war depart- 
ment, who should take charge of them before 
starvation compels them to commit depreda- 
tions which will naturally lead to a great loss 
of life and destruction of valuahle property. 
As soen as the supplies are cut off, the mili- 
tary will have to act. Therefore I think it 
advisable for the troops to take charge of the 
Mescalero Apaches at once. Nothing short of 
force can compel them to remain on the reser- 
vation and starve, The action of congress in 
this matter simply means to the Mescaleres 
extermination.

ATTICUS G. HAYGOOD DECLINES 
THE ELECTION. 


Pen Sketeh of the Men Who Have Been Chosen to 
Rule the: Me hedist Cauren—Who They Are, 
What Whey Have Done, and their 
Promise for the Fuvure.

my feliow men, I respecttully aud humbly decline 
to accept the position te which you have called me. 
I cannot, with a good conscience, lay down the 
work which I have now in hand. With perfect re-

Atricus G. HayGoop, 
BISHOP WILSON. 

The American of this morning gives biogra- 
phies of the newly elected bishops, beginniug 
with Rev. A. W. Wilson, D.D., who heads the 
delegation from the Baltimore conference. 
Dr. Wilson is the son of the late Norval Wil- 
son, whose name is:historic in the annals of 
Methodism. Early in life Dr. Wilson became 
a member of the Methodist church; graduated 
in Columbia college, Washington, D. C., and 
read medicine, with the purpose of practicing 
the same. Called to preach the gospel, he 
abandoned medicine, and joined the confer- 
ence of which he is now an honored member. 
His early circuits were hard fields, and 
helped to develop in him those char- 
acteristics which have _ since made 
him a useful worker in the church- 
At one period in_ his career circumstances 
obliged a temporary withdrawal from _ his 
chosen work. He read law, and practiced 
successfully in Baltimore city, meanwhile 
preaching frequently. Through the per- 
suasion of friends who desired his valuable 
services in the ministry, he re-entered the 
active work, in which he has continued 
until the present. Dr. Wilson has filled 
all positions in the regular work, in cir- 
cuits, stations, and as presiding elder. He 
was elected delegate to the general con- 
ference of 1870, and has been amember of 
each succeeding session. As a wise coun- 
selor he stands pre-eminent, and 
as: a parliaméntarian has _ few, if 
any superiors, Though somewhat retiring in 
manner, he pessesses a warm heart and is in 
full sympathy with his brethren. He was a 
member of the Ecumenical conference, held 
in London last year, and took high position 
there as an able representative of our church. 
He has just finished his fourth year as mis- 
sinnary secretary, and, by his energy and 
thorough work, done much to advance the 
missionary cause. He is too well known as 
an able preacher for us to speak of him here. 
He has a fine personal appearance, and at 
once impresses you as @ man of eminent 
ability. 

BISHOP HAYGOOD. Pe oe 

Atticus G. Haygood was born in Clark 
county, Georgia, but owing to his father’s re- 
moval, when he was a voy, to Atlanta, Geor 
gia, was brought up in that city. He is forty- 
three years oid, in the very prime of life, but 
of mature mind, which has been tade both 
strong and patient by the arduous and deli- 
cate duties which the church has inaposed 
upon him since the beginning %f his minis- 
try. He graduated at Emory coilege, at nine- 
teen years of age, and suvon after his gradua- 
tion was admitted on trial into the Georgia 
conference. At the,division of the con- 
ference his lot fell on the side of the 
North Georgia conference, of which he 
wasan honoured member and delegate to 
the present general conference. He was 
elected Sunday-school secretary by the 
general conference held in Memphis in 1870, 
and inaugurated that valuable department of 
our work, Thedegreeof UV. D. was conferred 
upon him in 1870 by his Alma Mater, of which 
he is now the honored president. His success 
in building up that college is a marvel of wis- 
dom and work. For four years, while pre- 
siding over the college, he has edited the 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate in a way to 
make the paper felt throughout the country. 
His capacity for work seems to have no limit, 
and his elevation to the office of bishop isa 
prophecy of an advance muvement on all the 
lines of movement in the southern church. 

BISHOP GRANBERRY. 

Rey. John C. Granberry, D. D., bishop-elect 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
was born in the city of Norfolk, Va., Decem- 
ber, 1829. In 1844 he was sent to Randolph 
Macon college, then under the presidency of 
Dr. W. A. Smith, where he spent fhree years, 
taking his diploma at the head of his ciass, in 
June, 1847. The succeeding conference, .in 
November, he juined the Virginia conference, 
and was sent to the Prince Edward circuit. 
Afterwards he filled other appvuintments, be- 
coming chaplain at Randviph-Macon col- 
lege, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, at Washington city, and 
chaplain at the university of Virginia. 
While at the latter place the war broke 
out, and he was appointed chaplain in the 
confederate army. im one of the seven-day 
battles around Richmend, he was wounded 
in the forehead aud lost an eye. He wasalso 
taken prisoner and carried to Fort Warren, 
from which he was released, as sOon as it was 
established that he was a chaplain, and he re- 
turned to service again. Aiter a service of 
four years, he returned to the pastorate, be- 
ginning at Lynchburg, then Petersburg four 
years, and Centenary Church four years, 
and then Broad street church,  Rich- 
mond, where he was pastor when called to 
take the position he now holds at the Van- 
derbilt University. 

BISHOP HARGROVE. 

Robert Kennon Hargrove was born in Pick- 
ens county, Ala., September 17, 1829. Edu- 
cated in the university of Alabama, having 
received the degrees of A. B. and A. M. The 
degree of D. D. was conferred by Emory col- 
lege, Georgia. Converted it nyse 1840; 
entered the ministry September, 1857, being 
licensed by the quarterly conference in Tus- 
caloosa, Ala., and entered the Alabama con- 
ference on trial December, 1857. The ap- 
pointments served in the Alabama ‘confer- 
ence were Macon circuit, Havana cir- 
cuit, Columbus, Miss.; Summerfield, Ala.; 
Greensboro, Alabama, and St. Francis 
street, Mobile. In the Kentucky conference, 
Lexington station. In the Tennessee confer- 
ence, Franklin station, McKendree station, 
Nashville district, Franklin district and 
Clarksville district. After graduation ne was 
tutor and then associate professor of mathe- 
matics, president of Centenary institute and 
of Tennessee Female college. Ordained dea- 
con by Bishop Kavanaugh, and elder by 
Bishop Bailey. Served on the book commit- 
tee und beard of missions, and on the peace 
conumission at Cape May. 

BISHOP PARKER. 

Rey. Linus Parker, D.D., was born in Onei- 
da county, New York, April 23, 1829; in 1845 
be went to New Orleans, continuing his edu- 
cation; joined the church in 1847; licensed 
to preach in 1849, and in December of the 
same year was received On triai in the Lonisi- 
ana conference, his first appointment being 
Lake Providence Hissecond and third years 
were in the Shreveport station; in 1853 be 
followed the Rev. H. N. MecTyeire in Felici- 
ty street church, New Orleans, remaining 
in that charge three years. In 


1856-7-8 he was stationed at Carondelet 


church, New Orleans. Subsequently he was 
a presiding elder nine years with an interreg- 
num of two years whilestationed at Louisiana 
avenue church. From June, 1870, to the 
present time he has been editor of the New 
Uricans Christian Advocate, succeeding Bish- 
op Keener. From the Centenary college. 
Louisiana, the degrees of master of- arts 9nd 

octor of divinity. Dr. Parker married Miss 
Ellen K. Burrus, daughter of the Rev. John 
Burrus, and sister of the wife of the late Judge 
Edward McGehee.

A RICH MAN DIES IN MISERY. 


Coufined in a Small Koeom by His Wife and Denied a 
Pillew on is Death-Bed. 


CHIcaGo, May 12.—John 8. Newhouse, one 
of the pioneers of Chicago, died yesterday, 
aged seventy-seven years. He was born in 
Troy, N. Y., and bad been prominent in va- 
rious business enterprises and in_ politics 
during the early history of this city. At one 
time he possessed property worth $500,000, 
but owing to unfortunate’ speculation 
in Pennsylvania oil wells, he lost the 
greater portion of it. The direct cause of his 
death was hemorrhage of the brain, which re- 
sulted partially from paralysis, by which he 
had been afflicted for two years. During the 
last fewamonths of higlife he was_ill-treated 
by his wife, which not only caused the inter. 
ference of the Humane Society and charita- 
ble neighbors, but hastened his death. Al- 
though:-in reality a rich man be died in abject 
misery. The family occupied the upper 
part of a building on State street, below 
which is a restaurant. Forthe last few years 
his wife has compelled him to live in a small 
reom without any furniture, compeiling him 
to buy his meals at a restaurant kept bya 
colored man down stairs. Being ill and feeble 
and not supplied with money he was frequent- 
ly unable to supply himself with food. When 
he first lost in speculation he deeded 
his wife his remaining property, valued at 
$150,000, but discovering that she wished to 
leave him to die in poverty be brought suit to 
recover. The action isnowpending. During 
the last six weeks his wife has not been near 
him. | 


When able to leave his miserable little 
den he would go up stairs to her room and 
beg.for money and clothes, which were inva- 
riably refused. A friend of the old yentle- 
man describes the condition of Mr. Newhouse 
as follows: “On going into the little room 
last Sunday, 1 found several of Mr. New- 
house’s old friends there trying to make him 
conifortable. His quarters were miserable. 
He lay in this little stuffed up room on 
a common husk mattress which rested on a 
small bedstead. We sent up for a pillow, ‘and 
the old lady refused to give him one. We 
tried to eoax the old lady togive us something 
with which to make hiun comfortable during 
his last hours, but she refused point blank, 
and so we tried to buy some clean clothing, 
but it was Sunday night and the stores were 
closed.”’

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“You are right, governor, but your federal 
places are mostly post-offices, and Mr. Hewe, 
not the secretary of the navy, has charge of 
the matter,” 

Governor Cameron and his party immedi- 
ately retired, and ordered the driver to go to 
the post-office department. There was no 
waste of time in either compliments or apolo- 
gies. On arriving, Governor Cameron was in- 
troduced by General Mahone, after which the 
two senators were seated, and Cameron pro- 
ceeded to do the talking, as he had done at 
the Chandler conference. Mr. Howe re- 
marked inacomplimentary way that the 
governor was very strongly backed by the 
gentleman with him, whereupon Cameron 
begged him to “step right there,’’ and to 
“please understand that he had no backing, 
and needed no backing, but was himself gov- 
ernor of Virginia, and represented that state 
anda party that could handle itif the ad- 
ministration would stand up to its side of the 
bargain and give him control of the offices.”’ 

Mr. Howe remarked: “I think your wisbes 
have not been disregarded in the matter.’’ 

“We have had some of the offices, it is 
true, Mr. Howe, but we want control of all; 
We wantil understood that the getting of 
them comes through me as governor and rep- 
resentative of the administration, so far as 
the coalition is concerned ‘in Virginia. The 
entire lot of offices, great and small, from 
tide-water to the mountain tops, 1 want to 
handle.”’ 

The upshot of the matter was that Governor 
Cameron, in the presence of Geueral Mahone, 
Mr. Ridd!leberger and the representative, was 
told by Mr. Postmaster-General Howe that he 
should have the desired power of control,and 
be given every facility to swing the adminis- 
trative arm without interference. This is a 
true story, and what it lacks in point of moral 
is made up in political interest. 


A White House Reception, 

Orposite the entrance stood Senator and Mrs. 
Mahone, receiving an “ovation’’ from the repub- 
lican members, while the southern demucrats es- 
pecially passed and repas-ed them with haughty 
uneonsciousress. It reminded one of the Veneer- 
ings. kven their friends were brand new. Sovially 
General Mabone has always been the most ambi 
tious man that ever walked. Of afl the kicks he 
has received, the one that did most tos-nd him 
into the republican party was when Virginia society 
showed him the door, and the people whom he had 
wined and dined and by whom he ha‘4 been invited 
to their big partiesand left out of their litde ones, 
remi:ded him that altheugh he could run the po- 
litical machine, the social machine was beyond 
him. Nodoubt it would bave been a greater iri- 
umph for him to have one of those very men, whom 
politically he has fora time defeated, come up and 
recognize him, than to receive twice the fawning he 
has trom the republicans. So there he stood, with 
his keen, yet- coarsely moulded face, restless and 
nervous and ill at ease, as he alwaysappears in gen- 
eral society; while his biz, placid wife stood by 
him, gorgeously dressed, gushed over by one-half 
the company and silently ignored by the other 


half.

Ex-Senator Bruce aud his wife were the only 
colored peopel present.

On all accounts 
it is desirable to know just where it is and 
just which way its progress is likely to be. 
For the benefit of the farmers we will be 
glad to hear from anyone who has seen the 
worm, and farmers will do well to look out 
for the larve and make public the fact when 
found; for by so doing some partial remedy 
may be applied to stop the devastation which 
Professor Riley seems to think likely to take 
place.

THe yellow-fever experts say that this is a 
test year in the south; that if the south 
escapes this year a visitation of yeilow-fever, 
it will be established that yellow-fever is not 
of local origin. The winter was very mild, 
the early spring warm and damp, and the 
lower valleys were all inundated. If these 
conditions do not lead to a development of 
the disease, then it has no permanent habitat 
in this country. Of course the disease may 
be brought in from other gulf or far southern 
ports, but, as a rigid quarantine against in- 
fected ports will be established, the suspicion 
will arise, in case the disease breaks out, that 
we are always subject ito sporadic cases. If, 
however, we have no yellow-fever this year, 
the theory of local origin will at least be 
greatly weakened. 


ALLEGED metropolitan journals, notably 
that organ of culinary news, the New York 
World, are filled with columns of matter 
about Mr. J. F. Loubat and Mr. Henry Turn 
bull. These men are not noted artists, states- 
men, warriorsor authors, as might be supposed 
from the leading ‘‘displays’’ given to them. 
‘hey are simply two members of the Union 
club, who have quarreled and have made 
their quarrel public. It arose from the two 
men named talking about ladies, and when 
Mr. Loubat was jested with about a certain 
lady he made a reply which caused Turnbull 
to say he was “a dirty, low blackguard, and is 
not fit to be a member of any club, and 
certainly should never be admitted to 
any gentieman’s house.”

To a pro- 
vincial mind it is not apparent how any de- 
cent metropolitan public can take interest in 
several columns a day on the subject; and to 
the provincial mind the only thing apparent 
is tat both Turnbull and Loubat are vulgar, 
indiscreet and ill-bred to say indecent things 
about a lady ina club and then to make a 
public scandal of Aoing so.

The northern assembly 
has charge of 5,598 churches and 581,401 
members, and the Cumberland, which is an 
Arminian body, comprises 2,570 churches and 
113,933 members. In the United Presbyteri- 
an organization there are 814 churches and 
82,937 members. 
There was nosouthern general assem!y be- 
fore the war. Then the.southern Presbyteri- 
ans were classed with those of the old school, 
and they did not decide upon separation until 
self-respect demanded it. This was in 1861, 
when the southern church was organ- 
ized at Augusta, the Rev. Dr. B. M. 
Palmer, of New Orleans, being the 
moderator of sits first assembly. © Since then 
the general assembly has met annually as fel- 
lows: In 1862, at Montgomery, Ala., Dr. J.

TRANSPORTING OUR PEACHES. 

We print in another column some commu- 
nications from fruit growers as to the best 
method of transparting the fruit crop of the 
present year. As these letters come from 
practical persons who are directly interested 
in the matter, they are entitled to weight 
and we commend them to all concerned. 

About the best suggescion that can be made 
is to have a peach-growers’ convention and 
let it adopt some general plan by which the 
railroads can meet the demands of the oc- 
casion. Atlania is a_ capital place 
for such a convention. Commissioner 
Henderson, of the agricultural department, 
will gladly make all the arrangements as re 
gards a place for meeting, etc. Let the grow- 
ers around Griffin or those in Griflin name the 
day and the convention will bea fixed fact. 
It should be held within the next six or eight 
days, so that there can be time to have its 
suggestions discussed and plans made for the 
present crop. 

A gentleman prominently connected with 
the fruit trade is now investigating a plan of 
shipment, the details of which he will give in 
afew days. Tuer Constitution feels a lively 
interest in this matter, and our columns 
are oper for suggestions. We believe that if 
the fruit-growers will only take hold 
of the matter, schedules can be arranged, and 
cars provided by which all the peach crop of 
middle Georgia can be shipped to Chicago and 
other western cities, in refrigerator cars at 
less than 50 cents a bushel. This fruit will 
command in Chicago, in any quantity, the 
season through an average of perhaps $3 a 
bushel. In this connection we may say that 
in @ forme: editorial on this subject we put 
the price our peaches would command in the 
nerth and west ‘at $10 to$2 a bushel, the 
price declining as the season advanced,” and 
the printers put it ‘‘$10 to $12”. a bushel. By 
ail means let us have a convention of the 
peach growers of middle Georgia. We have 
the best peach country in the world. Let us 
improve the opportunity it affords us, s 


MR. ARTHUR’S SOUTHERN PLANS. 
Mr. Arthur is first and always a politician. 
His records and achievements, such as they 
are, are those of a political manager. Instead 
of being confined to one city and one state his 
field now embraces the entire country, of 
which the southern statesare for political pur- 
poses a part. Our nice new president admits 
that the south is a part of the country in the 
very policy that he has adopted for the ma- 
nipulation of its representation. For he has 
plainly determined to accomplish two things 
in the south—to steal here and’there a con- 
gressional district, so as te enable the republi- 
cans to controi the next house, and to secure 
the delegations from the south to the 
next republican national convention. 
In order to elect congressmen he 
is forming all sorts’ of _ alliances. 
In Virginia he consorts with repudiationists; 
in North Carolina with anti-prohibitionists; 
in Texas with greenbackers; in Tennessee with 
the anti-debt-settlement people, and in the 
other states with the ‘‘outs”’ generally. He 
turns a coid shoulder to the republicans of 
the southern states, although they have served 
in season and out of season ever since the war; 
and he hands the control of patronage over to 
anybody who can plausibly promise to return 
a republican congressman. Such an undis- 
guised and promiscuous use of public patron- 
age was never before known. 

Beyond this he is seleeting men in each 
state to fill the public offices, who will manipu- 
late the local conventions of the republican 
party in favor of himself. That he seriously 
hopes to carry any southern state for the re- 
publican noininees of 1884 is not probable; 
but that he expects to gain the support of the 
next house through the election of 
southern representatives, and that he 
then expects to force his own nomina- 
tion chiefly through packed delegations 
from the south, is not be doubted. He is too 
shrewd a politician to expect much more. If, 
however, it should become plain that New 
York is hopelessly democratic, some repetition 
of Mahoneism may be resorted to to save the 
party from defeat.

PORTABLE PEACHES. 


The Views of Georgia Fruit Growers on the Best Ways 
of Transportation. 

The interview with Dr. Alexander and the edito- 
rial accompanying it, on the subject of cheap and 
swift transportation for the peach crops of middle 
Georgia, has brought about considerable discussion. 
The railroad men are considering the suggestions 
contained therein, and the fruit growers themselves 


We print this morning some practical letters on 
the subject. from gentlemen interested in the mat 
ter, to which we invite attention. These will be 
followed by others and by such information as we 


may be able to get, 
J. D, CUNNINGHAM’S VIEWS. 

OncHARD HILL, Gas, May 16, 1882—Editors Con- 
stitution: Your favor of the 15th inst. containing 
a request for my views in regard to the transporta- 
tion of our peach crop is received, and } will gladly 
give the opinion I have formed after years of raising 
and shipping peaches. It is now the most import- 
ant question to the people of middle Georgia that 
has ever came before us. Jn the first place, I have 
found out that at present we cannot rely on 
the Southern Express company to transport but a 
small part of our fruit. They have not the capacity 
to handieit, and arein no way prepared to do so, 
and im proof of this my experience has been that 
when a small shipment is sent by express it arrives 
in much better shape than when a large shipment 
is made. This shows that they have not the time 
vr force to transfer and handle it carefully as it 
should be done, and aswe cannot at present rely 
on the express company for relief we must 
look to the railroad and steamship companies, and 
in them lies my hope for Gcorgia’s fruit industry. 

1 find I can ship any quantity of fruit by the Cen- 
tral railroad to tavannah, where it is transferred 
carefully from the cars to the deck of the steamer, 
and it then goes to New York, Bosion, Baltimore or 
Philaelphia. 

We huve two large refrigerators in Savannah that 
we place on the steamers in Savannah and ship our 
fruit in, with but little risk of decay. 

The Central railroad and Ocean steamship com- 
pany deliver our fruit in New York for one dollar 
per one hundred pounds by steamer, and we pay 
about that rate also to Boston, Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia, which are the principal and best markets 
for our peaches. 

The southern Fxpress company charge three dol- 
lars per oue huudred pounds to New York, and the 
difference in the time of arrival in New York by 
express and st2amer is not enough to make the risk 
in sipping by steamer sufficient to warrant the 
difference in the rate, and ! have found but very 
little difference in the condition of fruit shipped by 
the two reutes. In my opinion this is at present 
the best and only gutiet for ourfruit. But tbatis 
not by any mealis what we need and musi have if 
we ever expect todevelop the enormous fruit re- 
souices of central Georgia. I beljeve we should have 
a line of well ventilated fruit cars running through 
al] of the fruit centers of Georgia to all the printt- 
pal markets, and thatit.should be run on a plan 
similar to that of the Creen Line freight company, 
and that the rate to New York should pot be over 
one dollar per 100 pounds, and to other markets 
in proportion. At that rate the rajlioads and ex- 
press companies get from two to fourhundred dol- 
jars per car each trip, which is certainly enough. 
If we coald have such an arrangement perfected, I 
feel confident that all the minor details could be 
arrauged so as to suit the wants of all fruit growers. 

The great trouble is that we fruit-growers don’t 
| pull together to accomplish ourends, and I am 
iu favor of the fruit-growers of this state meeting 
in convyentiou and fixing on some plan to remedy 
the present evils of transportation, aud, when they 
decide on a plan for shipping, to appoint commit- 
tees to see the express and railroad companies and 
insist on such changes being made as justice to 
ourselves demands; and Iam in favor of the con- 
vention being held in your city. The melon- 
growers of this state never could get cheap trans- 
portation and their fruit handled as it should 
have been, until they met in convention and 
demanded justice, and I think that is the only 
way we will ever get ft think | that 
the plan [ have suggested might be more 
efficiento f run by the express companies, provided 
they make their rates something like these charged 
by the railroad and steamship companies, and will 
handle our fruit carefully as it should be; but if 
they can’t or won't doit, we must look to the rail- 
roads to perfect sume such plan, and I fee] certain 
that the Central rxilroad will du auything reasona- 
ble to advance Georgia's f uit interests,as they have 
always ex pressed e@ determinatiou todoto We want 
fast trainsand close connections, aad don’t need 
refrigerating cars if we can have them 

if the present fruit crop can be marketed easily 
and cheaply, it will bring millions of dollars to 
this state,.and if if cannot be, it wil. be 
either thrown away.or be worse than thrown away 
by being made info poor brandy. 

Another thipg which has caused the railroad and 
express Companiés..to be “negligent iu providing 
transportation for us is that we have had such un- 
precedented bad years for fruit for the last few 
years, and they have no idea either of the size of 
the crop of this year, or Of the extent of peach cul- 
ture in central Georgia, and itis growing every day. 
In a radius of a few miles from here there is over a 
hundred thousand peach trees which will probably 
average at least one-third of a bushel of marketa- 
ble fruit per tree, making at least thirty-tive or for- 
ty thousand bushels that should be shipped. 

I expect to ship from eight hundred to one thou- 
sand bushels per day from our orchards during ihe 
greater pa tof the season, and will use from two to 
three cars a day. 

In regard to selling our fruit on the trees, I do 
not like the idea of it, asthe men who generally 
buy it are certain when they buy of making money 
out of it, ana if there is any money to be made out 
of my peaches I want to be the one to make it. Since 
this question of transportation has forced itself be- 
fore the people, and THe CONSTITUT.ON ha;, with 
its usual energy and foresight, recognized :he vital 
importance of it, 1 think that we will soun have 
just rates and first-class trans. ortation.

Epttors CONSTITUTION: I amin receipt of your 
communication of the 13th, asking attention to 
interview in Sunday's CONSTITUTION with Dr. Alex- 
ander in relation to the peach crop of Georgia. If 
lam entitied to any views at all on the subject, not 
being a fruit grower, I would say that Dr. Alexan- 
der expresses very nearly my own views in regard 
to handling tie fruit, the nearest market being 
the best forall ourcrops. The grower has no time 
to study the intricacies attached to handling in the 
great markeis of the east and north, and should 
have a ready market at his nearest railroad station 
that takes the fruit off his hands as fast as he cau 
produce it. What is needed, to my mind, is ex 
perienced men with sufficient capital to come here 
aud establish acanning factory and advertise the 
prices they will pay for fruit, and there will be mo 
trouble in getting as much as they ean handle 
brought rightto the doorof their factory. This 
leaves the fruit in the hands of middle men. it is 
true, but theyare experienced in their business 
and the success or failure is left with taem and the 
demand fer their goods, while the farmer and fruit 
grower have. only towork up the supplies to meet 
the demand#of the trade and know e\ ery day just 
what his fruit is worth.

THE SMAiL POX. 


No New Cases of the Disease—A Quiet Day in the City, 
Arrest of Dr. Gardner. 


There were no new cases of smal! pox developed 
yesterday. There was one death at tne hospital, 
that of Fleming Parks. On the day previous Map- 
da Ryans died. The city was unusually quiet, but 


during the day a few iumors got abroad, but 
amounted to nothing. Below is printed the official 
report of the board of health:

ARREST OF DR. GARDNER — 

Yesterday a sensation was crvated in a limited 
circle by the announcement o1 the arrest of Dr. G, 
W. Gardner on a warrant charging him with a mis 
demeenor, the foundation of which was the al- 
leged failure to report a case of small-pox. The 
circumstances of the arrest were as foilows: 

Some time ago Dr.Gardner was called to seea 
small negro child on Hilliard street. He found the 
patient with a disease which he pronounced 
measles. Subsequently the case was reported to 
the board of heaith as small-pox, and on an exam- 
ination the child wa-sent ft the hospital asa 
smail-pox patient. The officeis were led to believe, 
it is presumed, that Dr, Gardner had attempted to 
conceal the case and accordingly evidence was col- 
lected. The matter was placed in .he hands of Mr. 
Ellis, the solicitor in the city court, and yesterday 
he concluded that he had evidence enough and ac- 
cordingly a warrnt was issued charging Dr. 
Gardner with a misdemeanor. An __ officer 
went to his house on Marietta __ street, 
but Dr. uardner was notathome He left word for 
the doctor to cume up lo the court house, which he 
did about 3 o'clock. The warrant was served on 
him in the sheriff's office, and quité an interesting 
litle scene ensued. Wr. Garduer proposed to go 
to jail, and announced that he desired to. force 
an immediate trial. Later he

WHO MEET IN GENERAL ASSEM- 
BLY HERE TO-DAY. 


Arrival of the Delegates and Visitors Yesterday, With 
a Complete List With Addresses-The Head- 
quarters andthe Reception Committee— 

The Opening of the Assembly. 


By every train which reached Atlanta ves- 
terday delegates to the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church arrived, and when 
the last train came in, at 8:30 o’clock Iast 
night, the city was full of ministers. 

Early in the morning the committee upon 
reception, composed of Messrs. L. B. Davis, 
chairman; S. M. Inman, H. T. Phillips, Dr. 
J. G. Earnest, Gi. W. Harrison, 
of the First Presbyterian church, Megsrs. 
John A. Barry, Henry L Smith, Frank E. 
Block, Thos. M. Clarke, Dr. Pinson, W. F. 
Parkhurst, of the. Central Presbyterian 
church, and Captain R. L. Barry, of the Third 
Presbyterian church, opened an office in the 
Brown block opposite the carshed. Posters 


in abundance were scattered through the car 
shed, and the visitors bad no trouble in find- 
ing the headquarters. 

At the headquarters the guests were assign- 
ed to homes, and carriages were placed at their 
disposal. The committee worked faithfully and 
earnestly, and without delay which is usu- 
ally experienced, succeeded in assigning vis- 
itors to their homes. ; 

As has been said the opening sermon will 
be preached this morning in the First Presby- 
terian church by the Rev. Dr. Farris, of St. 
Louis, moderator of the last assembly. The 
first thing in order, after the roll of commis- 
sioners is read, will be the election of a new 
moderator. Among those spoken of for this 
position and likely to be nominated, are Dr. 
Smoot, of Texas, and Dr. Pratt, of Kentucky. 
Dr. Girardeau has filled the place, else he 
spight be put in nomination. 

The general assembly has under it care 
13 synods, G7 Presbyteries, 1,957 
churches, 1,061 ministers, 72  licentiates, 
144 candidates for the ministry, and 121,915 
communicants. Its territory includes all the 
southern states, from Maryland to Texas, 
with West Virginia, Kentucky and Missouri, 
and one presbytery in Brazil. 

The assembly is composed of about one 
hundred and fitty delegates, besides eight or 
ten persons whose official relations require 
their attendance. 

A prominent subject that will engage at- 
tention, is the great and important work of 
home and foreign missions. Drs. Wilson and 
McIlwaine wiil represent this department of 
church enterprise. The contributions for 
foreign missions, during the past year, were 
$10,000 in advance of the year previous, and 
the commitiee estimate that $70,000 will be 
needed for this purpose the present year. 
Edacation for the twinistry, publication and 
theological seminaries, including an institute 
for the training of colored ministers at Tns- 
caloosa, Ala., will be subjects of considera- 
tion. Numerous overtures will be 
presented asking for a deliverance 
on a variety of questions of practical nterest. 
A special subject of discussion is the diaco- 
mate, involving the whole matter of ministra- 
tion by duly ordained officers in the church. 
Dr. Girardeau is expected to take a leading 
part in this debate, as he has treated it elabo- 
rately in printed articles. Some appeal cases 
of a jndicial nature will come before the body 
One of these involves the ‘color line,’’ or the 
whole question of ecclesiastical relationship 
between whites and blacks in church courts. 

The sessions of the assembly usually con- 
tinue ten or twelve days, and with the 
amount of work before it, this assembly will 
probably be occupied for that length of time. 

We unite with our citizens generally in ex- 
tending a cordial welcome toihe members of 
the assembly, and congrhtulate them on the 
felicitous issue of the recentagitation. ‘‘All’s 
well that ends well.”
